Rendesvoused at Surrey 01d Court 
house and there joined a Regiment under Major Yuvall and Colonel Blunt 
all under command of General Muklenburg marched to Suffolk from whence 
thie applicant was sent with fifteen men under Captain Davenport down 
the Eastern shore of Maryland te procure some negores from some British 
Vessels then lying in the Bay.

Gaptain “hitehed should expire. Upon the expiration of which this 
Applicant discharged Rose (he served two weeks} and took his own place 
on the first of April 178] ‘under Captain John Taylor of Southampton 
County who belonged to a regiment in which the applicant served under 
Command of Major Meelomon and Colonel Merryweather, 211 under General 
Muklenburg. rom this time this applicant continued to serve without 
interference until the close of the War, making thie last tour anount 
te six months and three weeks which time he fully served.

Petersburg where he marched t Richmond and from there six or eight

1813, when he moved to Logan County, “entucky where he resided 
several years, when he moved to Calloway, Kontucty, fron which county 
he has lately moved to Trigg County. 

He states his reason for not psoving and swearing to his 
declaration in Trigg County, where he now resides to be thgig;

About the time of Bufords defeat 1780, I wee taken prisoner vy

upon parole where I renained until I wlunteered under Colonel Kinbel 
end Captain Nettles and served six weeks ageinst the British. By this time th 
the Torries wore so bad that I could not stay at hone and I imedictely ; 
proceeded to Powoar County and joined the army under Generel Davidson who 
was endeavoring to interrupt Cormvallis edvance towards Salisbury. If 
stayed but a few days as General Davidson ordered me te go home te Mucklien- 
bourgh and raise a Company as a Volunteer Captain for the purpose of 
watching the Tories and British which I done inmedistely.

Served out my time one year and discharged my mon. I was not drafted and 


We rendesvoused on Little River on 
the North side of the Yadkin. Here we wore under the command of General 
Rutherford but Colonel Smith Camanded the Horse, Our Captain Grimes 
was promoted to the Rank of Major and Polk, became our Ceptein. te 
marched on towards Wimington.

Prom the removal of the Physician who attended and rendered 
the aforesaid service it is impossible to furnish prooff the above. 

My occupation has been that of a farmer while I em now unable 
to pursue or ast due to age and body infirmity. My children have 
ell left me tagd thay are poor and are unable to support me 


without great injustice to thanselves.
